Where 
air left off and water began was not 
to be told by look ing, and so full was 
the air of spray and spume and froth 
and water that breathing itself was 
difficult.

SEE THAT THE FRUIT IS RIPE 


Bananas and Apples Especially Are 
Unfit to Eat If They Hav e Least 
Suspicion of Greenness. 


A fact of special interest at this 
time of year is that some of the com­ 
monest fruits contain starch instead 
of sugar until they hav e fully ripened. 
Raw' starch is v ery indigestible, which 
explains the frequent 
necessity 
for 
“green-apple medicine." 
Most conspicuous in respect to their 
starch content are bananas and ap­ 
ples. 
Reports from the National Bu­ 
reau of Chemistry show that Baldwin 
apples examined contained more than 
4 per cent, of starch w'hile green, less 
than one-quarter of 1 per cent, when 
ripe, and none at all when ov erripe 
The percentage of sugar, on the othef 
hand, had increased more thaa foui 
times, showing that all the starch had 
been conv erted into sugar during the 
ripening process. Bananas show simi­ 
lar changes as they ripen. 
These facts teach us that only thor^ 
oughly ripe fruits are most suitable 
for eating raw'; that scarcely rlp« ae< 
apples and bananas, lik e gooseberries 
and currants, are best adapted to cook ­ 
ing; and that all persons who eat raw 
fruits should chew them thoroughly 
on account of the starch they are lia­ 
ble to contain.

Canal Began Centuriet Ago. 
Four centuries elapsed b etw’een the 
Panama canal’s first conception and 
its completion ,b ut this b y no means 
constitutes a record in the annals of 
canal construction. 
The completion 
in 1893 of the canal across the Isthmus 
of Corinth was the finish of a scheme 
for which the first survey w’as made 
in the year 600 B. C., w’hen Perian- 
der employed Egyptian engineers to 
carry out the work. Nero actually com­ 
menced work along the site of the 
present canal, b ut at his death it was 
ab andoned, and the project was not 
revived until 1882, and this though 
the total length of the canal is under 
four miles.

Southern sympathizers were sent 
south from Nashville. Tenn., b y order 
of General Mitchell. Among them 
was Neill S. Brown, formerly governor 
of that state.

Valedicto ry o f President Peter Mo rs 
Inasmuch as my time as a memb er 
of the Board has now 
expired, 
think it only fair in ju.stice to myself 
as well as to those who have repeat 
edly supported me in the past, to 
make a few remarks concerning the 
various important questions that have 
come up during the last eight years 
during all of which time I served as a 
memb er, and I must, therefore, ask 
the indulgence of the memb ers, the 
new memb ers, and the citizens who 
are congregated here this evening 
while I endeavor to b riefly outline 
the chief events during this period. 
During the early part of July, 
1 9 0 5 
(My first year on the Board as Trus­ 
tees) the proposed extension of the 
w'ater service mains was b rought up, 
b ut owing to various ob stacles en­ 
countered, the improvement was not 
finally completed until the latter part 
of 19 07. Doub tless some of j-ou will 
also recall the long drawn out con­ 
troversy with respect to settlement 
of engineering services in connection 
with this matter, and my strenuous 
efforts in the people’s b ehalf. 


The Gas Ordinance 
was 
passed 
during this period and the memb ers 
of the Board b y carefully proceeding 
in this matter b efore granting the 
franchise, succeeded in ob taining for 
the village an agreement whereb y the 
gas company were to pay the village 
2 per cent of the gross receipts, which 
percentage was to b e collected com­ 
mencing five years after the consum­ 
ers started using the gas, and in con­ 
sequence of such agreement, the vil­ 
lage is now reaping the b enefit which 
last year amounted to $250.00—quite 
an item.

By reason of the installation of the 
gas, the Board were also enab led to 
enter into contract with the Welsb ach 
people for our present lighting sys­ 
tem, which is certainly a marked im­ 
provement over the gasoline lamps 
"ormerly in use. 
The Electric Light Ordinance was 
massed in 19 10, provision b eing made 
for the village to receive a certain 
percentage of the gross receipts. 
The matter of a sewer system was 
agitated in 19 08. 
A letter which I 
lad prepared was approved b y the 
memb ers of the Board and sent out 
to all the property owners under date 
of June 17, 19 08, inquiring as to their 
views regarding the construction of a 
sewer system which was finally com­ 
pleted the latter part of 19 12; taking 
over four years from the time it was 
first talked of, until it actually b e­ 
came a reality. 
In-so-far as the long-drawn-out fight 
over the sewer system is concerned, 
while it certainly was a strenuous 
one for me, enough to sap anyone’s 
vitality, one which I ne\*er want to 
experience again, and while of course 
it proved more expensive, there is 
Dossib ly this redeeming feature ab out 
it. 
The very fact that another en­ 
gineer was engaged to jointly re­ 
design said sewer system with the 
engineer first employed, has, at least, 
I b elieve, satisfied certain people that 
never would have b een satisfied other­ 
wise, as doub tless they would have 
always felt more or less prejudicial, 
and for that reason I think, that per­ 
haps after all it was for the b est, al­ 
though you can rest assured that I 
never would care to go through that 
experience again. 
The matter of the widening of Haw­ 
thorne street from Highland Avenue 
to Dunton Avenue has also b een 
matter of controversy for the last 
ten years or more, and necessary ac­ 
tion has b een taken b y the Board to 
condemn a fifteen foot strip. 
The 
commissioners have already b een ap­ 
pointed b y me to spread the neces­ 
sary assessment showing b enefits and 
damages resulting from the proposed 
action, and their report has already 
b een sub mitted to the court, and the 
matter seems now in a fair way of 
adjustment within the near future. 
The sidewalk proposition has caus­ 
ed the Board much troub le for many 
years, the village is constantly in 
danger of a damage suit through de­ 
fective walks; our experience in the 
past has b een that the mere sending 
of notices to a property owner to 
b uild his walk did not always meet 
with success. It is expected that the 
passing of the various sidewalk or­ 
dinances will not only protect the vil­ 
lage from damage suits, b ut in ad­ 
dition 
will 
promote uniformity in 
lines and grades through the b uilding 
of entire b locks of walks, a result 
which, a » has b een apparent to many, 
cannot b e attained through the b uild­ 
ing of patches here and there. While 
the various sidewalk ordinances pro­ 
vide for a time limit of 40 days, I 
want to say for the b enefit of the 
people, that at the time these ordi­ 
nances were discussed, it 
was 
the 
Board’s intention to allow at least 
9 0 days, b ut we were advised b y the 
attorney that the statute specifically 
provided for a time limit of 40 days, 
and that to exceed that time limit in 
the 
ordinances 
would 
practically 
amount to a nullification thereof, and 
the memb ers when passing these var­ 
ious ordinances expressed themselves 
as very desirous of allowing reason­ 
ab ly ample time in which walks could 
b e constructed b efore proceeding with 
court action. 
A health ordinance providing for a 
b oard of health was recently passed 
b y this Board, b ut I have withheld 
appointments thereunder 
preferring 
that the new b oard do so, feeling that 
possib ly a more harmonious working 
arrangement as b etween the new ad­ 
ministration and the Board of Health 
could b e effected b y this course, than 
if the appointments had b een made 
under my administration. 
There is another matter 
that 
I 
think is worthy of mention, and one 


which I feel very much elated over, 
and that is with regard to the Fire­ 
works Ordinance recently passed b y 
this Board. 
There isn’t any legisla­ 
tion, in my opinion, that can equal or 
exceed legislation that has for its ob ­ 
ject the preservation of life and limb 
as v eil as propei“ 
and I honestly 
b elieve that this 
on the part of 
memb ers of this Be d should com­ 
mend itself to every 
and woman. 
Whilo 
that some of the - ^ 
profuse In their t’nc.i 
the Board, I want tj say that in all 
the eight years that I have served, I 
have worked conscientiously, faith­ 
fully and to the b est of my ab ility 
and oftentimes at a great personal 
sacrifice; in fact, I couldn’t have dis­ 
played greater energy in my own per­ 
sonal affairs.

wound to your credit. We should all 
in a reciprocative mood and for­ 
give, if we ourselves expect to b e for­ 
given. 


In the matter of improv’ements 
there is no intention to impose any 
undue hardship on anyone; it b eing 
simply the addition of so many spokes 
to the wheel of progress, which condi- 
ion is always b ound to come sooner 
or later, and one must not overlook 
the increase in value to property b y 
such additions. 


In conclusion, I want to thank the

FAILS OF SECOND READING 


Cheers and Hoots Mingled by Pros 
and Antis as Women Are Denied 
Ballot— Effort Made to Blow Up 
Hotel. 


London, May 
8.—The fate of 
the 
■women’s suffrage b ill was sealed b y 
the v otes of more than fifty Irish Na­ 
tionalists. who v oted against it. The 
b ill, whereb y it was sought to enfran­ 
chise 6.000,000 women, was rejected b y 
a v ote of 266 to 219. 
The huge throng aw'aiting the result 
of the v ote outside the house receiv ed 
the announcement that the b ill had 
b een killed w’ith a mighty roar. 
From many throats came cries of re­ 
joicing, while the thousands of suffra­ 
gettes and their sympathizers which 
had gathered in anticipation of v ic­ 
tory, gav e v ent to 
their feelings 
in 
hoots and cat calls. The fioor of the 
commons presented a scene of intense 
excitement during the poll og the b ill. 
The galleries and corridors leading 
to the floor of the house were jammed 
with hundreds eager to follow the b al­ 
loting. 
There was general rejoicing 
among the crowd in the galleries and 
in the passages when the total v ote 
was announced, for nearly all present 
were opponents of the ÿ ill, no suffra­ 
gettes nor women suspected of b eing 
supporters of “v otes for women” were 
allowed to enter parliament. 
By allowing the Dickinson b ill 
to 
come up for its reading, Premier As­ 
q uith kept his promise to the suffra­ 
gettes, b ut it is known that he will 
not permit the measure to b e again 
b rought up at this session. 
Much 
satisfaction was expressed 
throughout London when the defeat of 
the b ill b ecame knowm. It was claimed 
on all sides that the campaign of ar­ 
son, destruction 
and 
wire-cutting 
which the militant suffragettes hav e 
carried out for many months had re­ 
ceiv ed proper official condemnation. 
Scotland Yard detectiv es are search­ 
ing for the 
woman 
who stole the 
b omb from the policeman after he had 
arrested Ida Ward, a suffragette, on 
the charge of placing a lighted b omb 
In the main entrance of the Grand ho­ 
tel. Miss Ward is held in Holloway 
jail without b ail, pending her arraign­ 
ment. 
A large numb er of American tour­ 
ists were guests of the Grand, which 
faces Trafalgar sq uare, and Is direct­ 
ly across from Charing Cross station. 
The policeman declares that he saw 
Miss Ward place the lighted b omb in 
the main entrance to the hotel, and 
while he held her with one hand ex­ 
tinguished the fuse with his foot.

Now the administration is being told 
that the Jap anese p eop le do not un­ 
derstand the states’ rig ht theory of 
g ov ernment, and that they hold Wash­ 
ing ton resp onsible for ev erything that 
California or any other state 
does. 
Ambassador Chioda may

told President Wilson that the p eop le 
of Jai>aa outside of the g ov ernment 
circles are in an ug ly mood toward 
the United States, but he did not hav e 
to g iv e the information, for the ad­ 
ministration knows it throug h other 
source! 
Jap an whip p ed Russia soundly, and 
since that day no subject of the east­ 
ern emp ire can understand why any 
Caucasian thinks that the oriental is 
in any way inferior, socially, p hysical­ 
ly or racially. Immediately following 
the close of the Jap anese war Amer­ 
ican nav al officers coming back to this 
country from the eastern serv ice, said 
that the Jap anese 
officers 
actually 
were ov erbearing in their manner to­ 
ward Americans.

Some of the California 
members of cong ress, one in p articu­ 
lar, a senator, had op p osed the Roose­ 
v elt administration in Its attemp t to 
g et more battleship s. The minute the

infantry. 
The new headdress 
is 
extremely 
lig ht to wear and will be cf a uniform 
p attern throug hout the 
serv ice. 
It 
will be worn only by the infantry and 
the royal artillery. 
The royal eng i­ 
neers, the army serv ice corp s, the roy­ 
al army medical 
corp s 
and 
other 
branches of the serv ice will continue 
to wear the helmet until the new p at­ 
tern can be p rov ided for them.
